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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


I  herewith  submit  my  tenth  annual  report  as  sup- 
erintendent of  schools. 

The  old  saying,  "Hitch  your  wagon  to  a  star,"  has 
lately  been  changed  to  "Hitch  your  wagon  to  the  next 
job  in  hand."  Doing  that  job  as  well  as  you  can  is 
what  brings  competence,  character  and  happiness. 
Schools  are  aiming  to  fashion  character  as  well  as  in- 
telligence, and  earnest,  untiring  effort  on  the  part  of 
pupils  is  essential.  Parents  and  teachers  should  co- 
operate to  bring  about  the  best  results.  Education 
today  is  looking  at  the  side  of  service,  asking  how 
young  people  can  become  helpful  in  the  community. 
The  great  world  need  at  present  is  for  a  real,  intelli- 
gent  unselfishness   among  nations   and   individuals. 

In  the  country  at  large,  it  is  said  that  half  of 
the  parents  of  pupils  now  in  high  school  had,  them- 
selves, no  high  school  education.  Thus  parents  are 
pushing  their  children  up  to  greater  accomplishment. 
Boys  and  girls  should  appreciate  this  and  give  their 
best  eiforts  in  school  work. 

I  wish  every  child  could  have  educational  activi- 
ties in  the  home  to  correlate  with  the  school  work, 
such  as  writing  friendly  letters,  keeping  the  family 
budget  account,  measuring  the  wood-pile  and  keeping 
the  family  gasoline  bill.  Children  do  not  have  oppor- 
tunities enough  to  apply  the  knowledge  gained  at 
school. 

Freedom  schools  are  well-housed  in  a  well-equip- 
ped building. 

We  welcome  two  new  teachers  to  the  community 
Mr.  Richard  Beard  of  Keene  for  the  Grammar  School 
and  Miss  Gladys  C.  Holt  of  Antrim  for  the  Primary 
School.  Our  best  wishes  go  with  Mr.  Swett  and  Miss 
Cole  who  are  making  good  in  new  positions. 

Our  great  need  in  the  school  plant  is  a  playground. 
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At  present  we  have  almost  none.  Most  of  the  playing 
is  done  on  land  belonging  to  other  parties.  Since  play 
is  a  very  vital  factor  in  the  normal  child  development 
some  plan  should  be  found  for  buying  additional  land 
and  equipping  it  for  plays  and  games.  I  would  urge 
the  district  to  consider  this  proposition  seriously. 
Health  Work 

The  work  is  going  on  under  the  efficient  care  of 
Miss  Eva  M.  Nelson,  R.  N.,  who  brings  to  the  work  a 
wealth  of  experience  and  information.  Miss  Nelson 
saw  service  abroad  in  the  time  of  the  World  War  and 
had  a  chance  to  do  nursing  under  very  difficult  con- 
ditions. Dental  work  is  still  carried  on  in  the  clinic 
held  each  spring.  It  is  highly  commendable  for  Free- 
dom to  thus  look  after  the  physical  welfare  of  its  boys 
and  girls.  Noon  lunch  is  carried  on  this  winter  with 
public  support  which  is  much  appreciated.  It  is  a 
fine  thing  for  the  pupils  to  have  care  of  these  lunches 
as  they  are  served  each  day. 

In  connection  with  this  report,  parents  are  re- 
minded that  children  must  be  vaccinated  before  enter- 
ing school.     This  should  be  done  early  in  the  summer. 
Visual  Education 

It  has  long  been  understood  that  learning  is  made 
easier  and  much  clearer  by  using  models  and  illustra- 
tions. We  have  maps,  globes  and  blackboard  draw- 
ings together  with  printed  pictures  and  objects  for 
hand  work  in  sewing  and  manual  arts.  Now  we  have 
the  aid  of  moving  pictures  for  historical,  scientific, 
geographical  and  literary  subjects.  Several  motion 
pictures  have  been  given — part  in  the  town  hall  and 
some  only  in  the  school.  A  four-reel  picture  on  George 
Washington  and  his  times  is  planned  for  February  22. 
Attendance 

For  the  year  ending  June  30,  1936,  we  had  an  av- 
erage attendance  of  47,  and  average  absence  of  2.2, 
and  an  average  membership  of  49.     This  gave  a  per- 
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cent  of  attendance  of  95.5.  We  are  very  glad  to  have 
reached  the  mark  of  95  /r ,  below  which  it  is  unfortu- 
nate to  fall.  The  record  on  tardiness  was  not  com- 
mendable, there  being  175  instances  due  to  bad  roads 
in  winter.  Couldn't  the  roads  be  made  passable?

Last  June  we  graduated  a  class  of  six  from  the 
Grammar  School:  Austin  Bennett,  Lawrence  Chase, 
June  Godfrey,  Hazel  Nason,  Jesse  Nason,  Forrest 
Tyler,  all  of  whom  are  attending  high  school  or 
academy.
